He  miift  likewifc  be  convinced  that  acci¬ 
dental  circumdances  have  more  irflucncc 
in  conftituting  the  character  of  an  age 
than  any  natural  or  inherent  bias  of  the 
human  mind.  When  both  concur,  then< 
without  doubt,  the  times  muft  re¬ 
markable  for  a  more  deep  and  lading 
tindlure  of  the  chara(fteridical  quality. — 
How  often  have  the  virtues  or  vices  of,  a 
prince,  by  a  fatal  communication,  been 
incorporated  with  the  manners  of  his 
court?

As  they  cannoC 
be  propagated  through  a  nation  but  by  a 
length  of  time,  fo  neither  can  they  be 
eradicated  in  an  inftant  by  a  new  fet  o€ 
cuftoms.  Thus  it  is  that  we  generally 
find  a  whole  people,  for  a  long  tradt  w 
time,  chara^terifed  by  the  fame  dillin- 
guiihing  features. 

It  is,  I  imagine,  a  juft  remark,  that, 
where- ever  the  external  circumftances, 
which  have  fo  much  force  in  forming 
the  character  of  the  times,  are  found  to 
tally  with  the  natural  prejudices  of  man¬ 
kind,  the  impreftion  is  then  more  deep 
and  lading.  When  they  are  exotic  and 
unnatural,  though  enforced  by  authority 
and  example,  the  imprelTion  is  faint,  and 
foon  wears  off— never  more  to  be  re¬ 
membered. 

From  this  obfervatinn  an  account  may

Good  Hope,  het^ween  the  sth  and 
ixth  of  September  1773,  and  attejl- 
ed  by  James  Tod,  Notary  Public  at 
Bombay. 

About  fix  o’clock  of  the  evening  of 
the  4lh  of  September,  fcveral  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  pafiTcngers  of  the  Vanfit- 
tart  Indiaman,  who  were  lodged  at  Mr 
Chiron’s  houfe,  and  myfelf  among  the 
number,  returning  to  that  houfe  from 
the  company’s  garden,  were  met  by  CT)l. 
Cay,  ano’her  paflenger  of  the  fame  flop, 
and  Mr  Sturgefs  the  purfer,  who,  after 
fume  difeourfe,  proceeded  towards  the 
gai-dcTi,  as  we  did  to  our  lodgings.  At 
the  door  r  f  the  laid  hcnifc,  capt.  Ferguf- 
Ton,  Mr  B  odie,  myfelf,  and  another 
gentleman,  who  I  think  w  as  Mr  Pember¬ 
ton,  (landing  together,  whiUtthe  ladies 
were  entering,  capt.  Firgulfon  told  us 
laughingly,  “  that  Mr  Sturgefs,  with

principal  line  of  dii'erimination :  Emily, 
though  Ific  was  a  warm  admirer  of  the 
beauties  of  nature,  and  enjoyed  “  each 
rural  fight,  each  rural  found,”  with  a 
degree  of  enthufiafm,  had  no  relifii  for 
rural  fports— ibe  took  no  plcafurc  in  a 
hunting  or  a  Oiooting  party,  nor  did  a 
fifliing  feheme  ever  give  her  any  fatisfac- 
tion.  Angling,  as  a  quiet  amufement, 
fuited  her  temper  extremely;  but  from  a 
foolifti  fenfibility,  operating  with  too 
much  force  to  be  fubdued,  Ihe  could  not 
help  thinking,  that  there  was  fome  cruel¬ 
ty  mixed  with  the  compofure  of  it.

Notwithstanding  the  great  de¬ 
gree  of  perfc(5tion  to  which  the 
arts  have  attained  within  a  few  centu¬ 
ries,  it  cannot  be  denied,  that,  in  look¬ 
ing  over  the  writings  of  the  aniicnts, 
and  examining  their  monuments,  we 
meet  with  certain  bgns  of  their  hiving 
been  actptainled  with  fome  fecrels,  to 
which  we,  moderns,  are  utter  ftrangers. 
We  are,  no  doubt,  very  rich  without 
them :  but  that  is  no  reafon  why  wc 
fhould  not  endeavour  to  recover  them ; 
and,  inftead  of  trnfting  to  chance,  em¬ 
ploy  both  obfervation  and  experiment 
for  that  purpofe. 

Of  this,  one  cf  the  moft  important 
branches  of  architesfture  is  a  ftriking 
proof.  Though  the  genius  of  our  mo¬ 
dern  inafters  in  that  art,  formed  by  the 
Audy  of  thole  monuments  left  us  by  the 
antients,  has  fucceeded  fo  far  as  to  pro¬ 
duce  edifices  cap'ablc  of  vying  with  their 
patterofl,  it  may  be  fairly  faid»  that  we 


arc  ftill  at  a  great  remove  from  the 
Greeks  and  Romans  with  rcfpe<5t  to  the  ! 
running  up  of  buildings  with  >hc  degree 
of  rapidity  they  ufed  to  do;  and  yet  be* 
ftowing  on  them  that  degree  of  folldiiy, 
which  feems  to  defy  time  itfelf;  and  all 
this,  with  almoft  every  kind  of  materialt 
they  could  lay  their  hands  upon. 

It  is,  no  doubt,  an  eafy  matter  to  ralfe 
lafting  edifices  by  piling,  one  upon  ano-  | 
ther,  enormous  blocks  of  (tones,  'But  j 
then,  there  are  feveral  countries,  of  very 
coufklcrable  extent,  in  which  no  fuch 
materials  are  to  be  had ;  and  there  are 
others,  in  which,  though  thefe  materiali 
abound,  they  arc  cf  too  loofe  a  texture 
to  rtfift  for  many  years  the  vicifTitudei 
of  the  weather.  Befides,  this  way  of 
goirig  to  work  is  monftroufly  expenfive. 

It  is  what  very  few  fimplc  fubjeifts  can 
pretend  to;  and,  accordingly,  few  of  the 
houfes  built  by  them  are  of  any  duration. 
Nay,  ftates  themfelves  arc  now  often  o- 
bilged  to  renounce  the  execution  of  the 
molt  ofcful  werks,  on  account  of  the  e* 
nnrmous  expence  attending  them  in  the 
modern  method. 

But  the  Romans,  it  i.s  plain,  generally 
employed,  cfpecially  in  thofc  public 
works  in  which  uftfulucrs  was  more  to 
be  attended  to  than  ornament,  a  far  left 
expenfive  mode  of  conftru^bon.  The 
principal  part  of  fuch  works,  if  not  the 
whole  of  them,  ufually  confifted  of  ma-  J 
tcrials  of  a  very  fmall  bulk,  but  kept  to¬ 
gether  by  a  mol  tar  or  cement  of  a  moft 
binding  quality.  What  a  fine  method  ! 
one  can  hardly  fum  up  all  the  advan¬ 
tages  attending  it.  In  it,  they  could 
make  ufe  of  every  kind  cf  ftuff  already 
exifting  on  thefurface  of  the  earth,  and 
even  (tones  every  where  almoft  to  be 
rret  with  in  the  beds  of  rivers  and  tor¬ 
rents,  though  worn  round,  nay,  and  po- 
liftied,  by  them  conftant  attrition  againft 
each  othtr,  or  other  bedirs  *.  They 
had.no  occafion  for  the  iinweildy  appa¬ 
ratus  of  heavy  carriages  to  bring  their  3 
materials  to  the  fpot,  of  cumberous  en-  “ 
gines  to  raife  them;  confcqucntly,  they 

*  Of  this  wc  have  an  inftance  in  the  ruins 
of  an  artient  Roman  building  on  the  banks 
of  the  Rhone  at  Lyons,  a  little  aliove  St 
Clare's  quay.  It  is  cafy  to  fee,  that  even  the

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loft  neither  time  nor  labour  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  thofe  tedious  operations;  all  went 
dircdtly  to  the  forwarding  of  the  work 
itfelf»  which,  of  courfe,  muft  have  (hot 
up  with  uncommon  rapidity.  How,  o* 
Ihcrwife,  could  they  have  executed,  even 
with  their  numerous  armies,  thofe  im- 
menfe  piles;  thofe  aqatdudts  of  fcveral 
leagues  in  length,  and  fometimes  rifing 
to  the  level  of  mountains;  and  all  this 
often,  merely  to  fupply  fomc  middling 
town  with  water,  not  only  for  the  ne- 
ceflary,  though  common,  purpofea  of 
life,  but  even  for  thofe  of  luxury  and 
Uiignihcence ;  fuch  as  baths,  fountains, 
3cc. 

Thefe  confidcratlons  did  not  efcape 
Monheur  Loriot,  fo  defervcdly  celebrated 
for  hia  many  very  uleful  mechanical  dif- 
coveries  and  inventions ;  and,  it  was  in 
confequcnce  of  them,  he  made  thefe  in- 
quiriea  and  rcfearches,  the  fruits  of 
which  I  am  now  going  to  communicate 
to  the  public.  Ever  taken  up  with  the 
thoughts  of  ferving  his  country  and 
mankind,  by  cultivating  and  improving 
the  hne  and  the  ufeful  arts,  the  great 
number  of  thofe  vaft  remains  of  Roman 
grande ur,fcattcrcd  over  our  fouthern  pro¬ 
vinces,  could  not  fail  of  fuggefting  to 
him,  that  the  folidity  fo  confpicuoui  in 
them  could  not  be  owing  to  any  fecret 
confined  to  any  one  portion  of  mankind, 
nor  to  any  merely  local  advantages,  nor 
to  any  peculiar  excellency  in  the  quality 
of  the  materials;  but  that  it  muft  be  the 
refult  of  fomc  common  and  eafy  method, 
within  the  reach  of  every  man  of  the 
world  of  workmen  employed  in  thefe  c- 
regions.  But,  perhaps,  we  had  better 
follow  the  example  of  Monficur  Loriot ; 
and,  like  him,  particularly  analyfe  thefe 
ftupenduous  monuments,  and  thence 
regularly  deduce  the  manner  in  which 
it  may  be  prefumed  the  Romans  con- 
ftrutfted  them. 

Moft  of  thefe  monuments  exhibit  no¬ 
thing  but  enormous  mafles  in  point  of 
thicknefs  and  height;  the  heart  of  which, 
but  juft  faced  with  an  almoft  fuperficial 
coating,  evidently  confifts  of  nothing  but 
pebbles  and  other  fmall  ftones,  thrown  to¬ 
gether  at  random,  and  bound  by  a  kind  of 
tnortar,  which  appears  to  have  been  thin 
enough  to  penetrate  the  fmallcft  inter  di¬ 
ces,  and  fo  form  a  folid  whole  with  thefe 
materials,  whichever  kind  was  firft  laid 
to  receive  the  other,  when  poured  into 
it. 

it  is  enough  therefore  to  confider  thefe 


ruins,  with  the  fmallcft  degree  of  atten¬ 
tion,  to  be  convinced,  that  all  the  fecret 
of  this  mode  of  conftrudion  confifted  ia 
the  method  of  preparing  and  ufing  this 
ftrange  kind  of  mortar;  a  mortar  not  li¬ 
able  to  any  decay;  bidding  defiance  c- 
qually  to  the  perpetual  erofions  of  time, 
and  heavieft  ftrokes  of  the  hammer  and 
pick*axe.  At  Icaft,  when  any  little 
done,  and  it  muft  be  a  round  one,  gives 
way  to  them,  the  mould  of  cement  left 
by  it  is  found  equally  hard  with  the 
compleateft  petrifadion. 

How  different,  then,  muft  this  antient 
mortar  be  from  the  very  beft  of  our  mo¬ 
dern  1  The  latter,  one  would  imagine, 
never  dries  perfcdly  but  to  fall  to  dult 
again  at  the  lead  touch.  Of  this  the  re¬ 
markable  crumbling  away  of  our  moft 
recent  buildings  is  an  evident  proof. 

Another  of  the  extraordinary  qualities 
of  this  Roman  cement  is  its  being  impe¬ 
netrable- to  water.  This  is  not  a  mere 
conjedure.  It  is  a  fad  which  the  aque- 
duds  of  theirs,  ftill  in  being,  leave  nut  the 
Icaft  room  to  doubt  of;  for,  in  thefe  wo»  k'-^ 
they  never  employed  cither  clay,  mat* 
tich,  or  any  other  refinous  fubftance,  to 
prevent  the  waters  making  their  way 
through  them.  The  areas  of  thefe  ca¬ 
nals,  reding  fometimes  on  the  ground, 
fumetimes  on  a  wall,  and  fometimes  on 
arches  built  for  the  purpofe,  as  well  aa 
their  roof  and  fides,  confided  of  the 
fame  kind  of  fmall  ftones  bound  together 
by  this  extraordinary  cement ;  with  this 
diflference,  that  the  infide  furface  was 
compofed  of  finer  and  fmaller  ingre¬ 
dients;  which,  at  the  fame  time  that  it 
does  not  look  any  thing  like  a  coating 
made  at  fecond  hand,  and  of  courfe  ca¬ 
pable  of  being  fcaled  otf,  carries  evident 
marks  of  its  being  the  refult  of  a  peculiar 
operation,  which  it  may  not  be  iropofti- 
bic  to  imitate,  by  carefully  attending  to 
the'  obfervatioRs  that  will  occur  in  the 
courle  of  this  eftay. 

Thus,  then,  it  plainly  appears,  that 
thefe  works  were  carried  on  by  means 
of  caflaons.  The  trenches  made  for  the 
foundation  formed  of  themfdves  the 
lowed  tire;  and,  furely,  nothing  could 
be  caller  than  to  fill  thefe  with  the  ma¬ 
terials  ready  prepared  for  that  purpofe; 
though  the  Romans,  no  doubt,  did  it 
with  -their  larged  and  heavieft  ftones.

“  WHEREAS  the  infatuated  multi- 
Iudc3,  who  have  long  fuffered  themfelvci 
to  be  conducted  by  certain  well  known 
incendiaries  and  traitors,  in  a  fatal  pro- 
ereflion  of  crimes  againft  the  conftitu- 
tional  authority  of  the  ftare,  have  at 
length  proceeded  to  avowed  rebellion; 
and  the  good  effects  which  were  expe«it 
td  to  arile  from  the  patience  and  lenity 
of  the  king’s  government  have  been  often 
ffuftrated,  and  are  now  rendered  hope*

connfels;  it  only  remains  for  thofc  who 
are  intrulled  with  lupreme  rule,  as  well 
for  the  punilhment  of  the  guilty,  as  the 
protection  of  the  well  afieCted,  to  prove 
they  do  not  bear  the  fword  in  vain.

fafe  for  trading  fliips. 

.  They  write  from  Gibraltar,  that  a 
bloody  engagement  has  happened  in  the 
Mediterranean,  between  a  Spanilh  man 
of  war-and  (ix  Algerine  zebeques,  where¬ 
in  the  Algcrineti  loft  500  men,  and  the 
Spaniards  had  30  killed,  and  40  woun¬ 
ded.  Forty  of  the  Algerines,  who,  af¬ 
ter  many  attempts,  boarded  the  Spauifh 
fhip,  were  cut  to  pieces.  The  adion 
lafted  fi>ur  hours. 

They  w'riic  from  Gibraltar,  that  the

and  channels  of  fupply  being  blocked  up. 

Advices  are  received  by  the  above

In  a  few  dsys 
peace  was  concluded,  and  we  marched 
away  from  the  place,  where  wc  had  loA 
a  great  number  of  men,  owing  to  the 
Rohii'as,  from  whom  it  is  fuppofed  we 
caught  diforders.  They  had  been  fliut 
up  fo  long  in  that  place,  that,  it  is  fup- 
pofed,'  had  they  been  a  month  longer, 
h  irdiy  a  man  would  have  come  out  alive. 
Above  one-third  of  them  died  w'hilc 
there.  Tome  of  fev^ers,  fome  of  hunger, 
&c.  Great  numbers  cf  diforders  they 
contraded  while  there.  There  is  not  a 
man  amongft  them  that  has  not  loft  bis 
conftitution ;  and  I  fancy  very  few  will 
ever  recover  it.  It  has  been  a  very  un- 
juft  war;  but  wc  muft  do  as  we  are  or¬ 
dered.
